First edition, of extreme rarity. Even in an imperfect state the 
book is seldom met with, bnt perfect copies, as here described, are 
among the rarest things in English literature. Apart from its scarcity 
the book is of the greatest interest as containing (pp. 75-77) the famous 
ballad of ‘ The Nuthrown Maid,’ which was here published for the 
first time. No early separate edition of it is known to exist. Its 
authorship is unknown, but probably Douce’s suggestion, that it was 
translated from an old German ballad by some Englishman with whom 
Arnold was acquainted at Antwerp, is correct.

But when Beale issued his authorized edition in the same 
year, Jaggard perceived that his reprint, containing only ten essays, would not be in 
demand. Accordingly he cancelled the last two leaves, which were G 7 and e (the 
latter blank), reprinted the contents of G 7 on the recto of H x and doubled the bulk of 
the book by adding the new essays, styling them the second part. 

The first part, being a reprint of the 1606 edition, contains of course the essay 
‘ Of Honor and reputation’, the ‘ Meditationes sacra and ‘ Of the Colours of good 
and euill ’, which Beale omitted.

7, 1549, was 1550. But it is well known that printers were in the 
habit of dating their publications both by the ecclesiastical and by the 
civil year (commencing Jan. 1), no fixed rule being followed; and as 
we have indisputable evidence that the new Prayer Book was in use 
in two London churches on Easter Day, 1549 (April 21), it is certain 
that the edition dated March 7 was the first, since the May edition 
was not published until some time after Easter.

This second edition of the Prayer Book, which was brought out 
by the desire of the King himself, influenced by the Genevan 
reformers, contained many changes more markedly Protestant. 

Vestments, except the surplice for priests and deacons, and the 
rochette for bishops, were disallowed. The word ‘Mass ’ was deleted, 
the word ‘ altar ’ changed to ‘ table ‘ Mattens and Evensong ’ to 
‘ Morning and Evening Prayer,’ and ‘priest’ to ‘minister,’ though 
not invariably so.

Commonly known as Archbishop Laud’s Book of Common Prayer, as he and 
Bishop Wren were associated with the Scottish bishops in preparing it, though Laud 
asserted that he had been desirous of introducing the English Book of Common Prayer 
without alteration. The book was very unpopular and was soon withdrawn. The 
attempt to use it in St. Giles’ Cathedral, Edinburgh, on Sunday, 23 July, 1637, 
occasioned a riot, which is popularly said to have been started by a woman named 
Jenny Geddes who flung her stool at the head of the Bishop of Edinburgh, David 
Lindsay. 

The above is a copy of the eabliest issue with the catchword ‘ Certaine ’ on 
the last page of the Psalter, which refers tb thfe two leaves ‘ Certaine Godly Prayers ’, 
forming part of a supplement which it was decided not to proceed with.

Second edition of this celebrated book, with which Dame Juliana 
Berners, if she be not a mythical personage, had probably little to do. 
The greater part of the book on hawking and hunting is based on the 
Venerie of Twici, a work written in the fourteenth century, and the 
heraldic treatise is stated in the first edition to have been translated 
and compiled at St. Albans. But the quaint chapter on angling, with 
its delightful woodcut of the aDgler fishing by the river bank, his 
captives kept alive in a tub by his side, bears internal evidence of 
being an original production ; and the author of this earliest printed 
English ‘ treatyse of fysshynge wyth an Angle ’ is shown to be a 
worthy predecessor of Izaak Walton. 


‘ This edition has an extra chapter on ‘ Fishing with an angle.’ 

It is of great typographical interest as being printed entirely in a type 
used on no other occasion in England. This is a rather heavy square 
letter, and was obtained, along with some woodcuts and initial letters, 
by W. de Worde, from Govaert van Ghemen, about 1491, when the 
latter removed to Copenhagen. The initials and woodcuts were 
frequently used, but the type does not appear again.’— E. Gordon Duff. 

The original edition is well-known to be the first English book in 
which the art of colour-printing was exercised, the initials, paragraph- 
marks, and nearly all the coats-of-arms (the exceptions being in the 
case of one or two peculiar colours in which the brush was employed) 
being printed in various colours. But in the second edition no other 
colours were printed than red, and a yellowish colour intended for 
gold (now much faded) employed only for the shield of Scotland and 
that below it on the same page. The other tinctures of the shields, 
except apparently in the cases of a few of the simpler designs, have 
been applied by means of stencilling. Apparently this was the 
earliest example of this method of colouring used in any book printed 
in England, a fact which does not seem to have been noticed by any 
bibliographer.

Sir Richard Burton, while 
acknowledging that the translation is often rugged and harsh, pays a high tribute to 
his knowledge of Portuguese, and adds: ‘If Fanshaw made great faults, he also 
showed high deserts. His work is that of a gentleman, a scholar, and a soldier. 
His English, like that of Harrington, is nervous and idiomatic ... It has been 
said that Fanshaw is to Mickle what Chapman was to Pope; this is the usual 
half-truth of Epigrams.’

Richard Tarlfon, whose name is appended to the second set of 
verses, was the celebrated actor and jester to Queen Elizabeth. His 
name has been perpetuated in the well-known ‘ Tarlton’s Jests ’ in 
which he figures as the hero ; and there are good reasons for associating 
his name with references in the writings of Spenser and Shakespeare. 
The D. N. B. says, ‘ On the authority of an annotated copy of the 
1611 edition of ‘ Teares of the Muses ’, Tarlton has been identified 
with the * Pleasant Willy ’ whose recent death and the gloom it spread 
among the lovers of the theatre Spenser commemorates in that poem. 
‘Willy’ was used at the time as an appellation implying affectionate 
familiarity, and often bore no direct relation to the real Christian name 
of the person addressed. The music of a song, * Tarltons Willy ’, is 
‘ preserved in manuscript at Cambridge (cf. Halliwell-Phillipps, 
Outlines of the Life of Shakespeare’, 1887, i. 93). It has also been 
conjectured with great likelihood that in Hamlet’s elegy on Yorick, 
Shakespeare embodied a regretful remembrance of the great jester.’
